Information  Receptionists  Meet 


Receptionists  throughout  the  Northern  Region  gathered  in 
ecent  weeks  to  learn  the  latest  developments  on  topics  such 
as  the  National  Recreation  Strategy,  the  Rise  to  the  Future 
program,  the  Host  program,  and  wilderness,  fisheries  and  wildlife 
management.  There  were  short  courses  on  map  reading, 
wildflowers  and  weeds,  projecting  a  smile  on  the  telephone,  and 
physical  fimess  and  nutrition. 

Three  different  workshops  were  held  -  in  Libby  for  the  central 
area  Forests,  Great  Falls  for  the  eastside  Forests,  and  Lewiston 
for  westside  Forests. 

At  the  eastside  workshop  in  Great  Falls,  the  theme  was 
appropriately,  "Inspiration  With  Information."  The  objective 
was  to  share  knowledge  and  experiences  by  networking, 
inspiration  and  information.  Region  One  Director  of 
Information  Beth  Horn  talked  on  "You  and  the  Forest  Service 
Image,"  reminding  the  receptionists  of  the  important  role  they 
play.  At  the  same  session,  Phil  Schlamp,  head  of  Interpretive 
Services  and  the  Host  program  for  the  Region,  and  instigator  of 
the  workshops,  talked  about  the  importance  of  a  positive  attitude 
and  first  impressions.  He  said  "Start  and  end  each  conversation 
with  a  positive  remark,"  and  he  noted  that  "a  smile  will  go  a 
long,  long  ways." 

This  was  the  third  consecutive  year  zone  workshops  have  been  held  for  Region  One  receptionists.  Kathy  Daugherty,  receptionist  in 
the  Regional  Office  said,  "The  workshops  are  an  excellent  opportunity  to  evaluate  and  share  skills.  They  also  emphasize  how 
important  the  receptionist  position  is  in  promoting  a  positive  image  of  the  Forest  Service." 

Charla  Gabert,  receptionist  on  the  Sandpoint  Ranger  District,  Idaho  Panhandle  NFs,  said  "the  westside  workshop  was  a  success!  It 
brought  up  many  new  programs  that  some  participants  were  not  aware  of,  like  Rise  to  the  Future,  Challenge  Cost  Share,  Interpretation 
in  the  Forest  Service,  and  marketing  tourism  as  part  of  the  recreation  strategy." 

Gabert  said  "we,  as  receptionists,  offer  a  valuable  asset  by  being  current  on  new  programs,  not  only  by  informing  the  public,  but 
also  by  promoting  Forest  Service  programs." 

"These  workshops  are  vitally  important  to  us  and  help  us  operate  at  our  best,"  she  said.  "We  hope  they  continue."

Dan  Bailey  Receives  Award 


F'ire  Management  Officer,  Dan  Bailey,  received  a  special  award  recently  for 
outstanding  service  in  fire  management"  Regional  Forester  John  Mumma 
presented  the  award  May  5th  at  Keep  Montana  Green  Association's  annual 
meeting  in  Missoula. 

Bailey  was  recognized  for  organizing  an  international  conference  in 
Missoula  last  year  which  focused  on  protecting  people  and  homes  from 
wildfires.  Over  600  people  from  the  U.S.  and  Canada  attended,  including 
representatives  from  State  and  Federal  agencies.  County  Commissioners,  and 
polidcal  leaders. 

Another  of  Bailey's  accomplishments  was  his  work  in  developing  the 
Missoula  County  Fire  Protection  Association,  an  organization  that 
coordinates  training,  fire  prevention  programs,  and  fire  suppression  in  the 
area.  Bailey  pulled  together  both  wildland  and  structure  fire  fighting  agencies 
to  form  one  organizational  structure  that  could  work  cooperatively  on  fire 
activities.  A  board  of  directors  meets  every  two  months,  and  working  groups 
are  formed  to  handle  activities  like  fairs,  parades,  and  displays. 

County  Commissioners  and  political  leaders  are  pleased  with  the  setup 
because  they  need  talk  to  only  one  person,  rather  than  several  agencies.  The 
Missoula  business  community  has  been  very  supportive  financially. 

Because  of  Bailey's  success  in  building  interagency  cooperation  and 
creating  the  Missoula  County  Fire  Protection  Association,  he  has  been 
traveling  to  other  areas  of  the  country  describing  the  organization  and  the 
process  used  to  create  it.

H.  M.  "Tony"  Jinotti,  long-time  R-1  employee, 
was  honored  at  a  luncheon  April  29  for  his 
volunteer  work  at  the  Missoula  Technology  & 

Development  Center.  Tony,  who  retired  in  1982, 
has  been  a  volunteer  at  MTDC  for  five  years. 

About  50  co-workers,  friends,  and  family 
members  attended  the  luncheon.  Lee  Northcutt, 

Center  Director,  told  the  group,  "volunteers  get 
their  lunch  and  around-town  mileage,  but  very 
often  little  thanks.  Tony  has  donated  over  10,000 
hours  of  volunteer  time  to  the  center.  So  this  is 
our  way  of  saying  thanks  to  Tony." 

Tony  says  the  volunteer  program  has  been  good  for  him  too. 
As  a  volunteer  he  keeps  on  the  go,  picking  up  parts,  hauling 
prototype  equipment  to  field  test  sites,  trouble  shooting,  and  a 
host  of  odd  jobs. 

Among  the  gifts  Tony  received  was  a  certificate  of 
appreciation  from  Chief  Robertson,  a  letter  of  congratulations 
from  Chuck  Spoon,  Acting  Forest  Supervisor,  and  a  letter  from 
Jeff  Sirmon,  Deputy  Chief  Sirmon  told  Tony,  "...next  to 
Leonardo  da  Vinci,  you  have  been  the  most  innovative  Italian  I 


have  known  or  for  that  matter,  most  innovative  of 
anyone.  You  helped  the  folks  on  the  ground  who 
had  real  problems  by  ingeniously  providing  tools 
that  worked.  You  didn't  just  talk  about  a 
solution,  you  provided  one." 

Tony's  federal  service  spans  more  than  half  a 
century,  and  he  plans  to  volunteer  at  least  two 
more  years  to  reach  the  55-year  mark. 

He  began  his  career  in  1934  with  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps.  He  was  only  15  and  used  an 
older  brother's  birth  certificate  to  get  in.  During 
World  War  II,  Tony  served  in  a  combat 
engineering  battalion,  first  with  the  Army  Air  Corps  and  then 
with  the  Marine  Corps. 

After  the  war  Jinotti  spent  20  years  with  the  Forest  Service 
in  Spokane  as  senior  automotive  mechanic;  he  next  served  four 
years  in  Missoula's  Engineering  Shop  as  automotive  mechanic 
foreman,  and  then  designed  and  built  fire  equipment  for  Aviation 
&  Fire  Management  in  Missoula  for  the  last  four  years  of  his 
career.

A  Phone  For  The  Hearing-Impaired

The  Regional  Office  has  recently  opened  a  new  door 
and  provided  increased  access  and  convenien  ce  for  hearing- 
impaired  employees  and  users  of  the  national  forests. 

In  March,  a  "Telephone  Device  for  the  Deaf  (TDD)  was 
installed  in  the  mailroom.  The  TDD  resembles  a  computer 
keyboard  with  a  small  digital  readout  screen  and  telephone 
couplings. 

Donna  Allen,  mailroom  supervisor,  said  that  when  a  hearing- 
impaired  person  uses  another  TDD  to  call  the  Regional  Office, 
the  device  will  signal  her  to  hook  up  the  phone  to  her  TDD. 
After  the  phone  is  hooked  up  and  the  hearing-impaired  person  has 
typed  on  the  TDD,  the  words  will  appear  on  Donna's  readout 
screen.  Donna  can  send  back  messages  and  a  conversation  can  be 
carried  on. 

There  are  two  hearing-impaired  employees  in  the  Regional 
Office.  Donna  said  the  TDD  is  very  useful  for  those  employees 
for  calling  in  when  they  are  ill,  leaving  messages,  or  when  they 
must  talk  to  another  hearing-impaired  person  outside  of  the  office. 
Kathy  Allen,  one  of  the  two  hearing-impaired  employees,  said  the 
TDD  is  "really  handy"  and  she  appreciates  the  increased 
accessibility  and  freedom  it  offers. 

The  device  can  be  used  to  accommodate  hearing-impaired  users 
of  the  Forests.  As  an  example,  a  hearing-impaired  contractor  can 
call  up  using  a  TDD  and  "talk"  with  a  Forest  Service  officer 


about  a  contract.  The  TDD  allows  the  user 
to  do  business  with  the  Forest  Service 
without  the  burdens  of  making  special 
visits  to  the  office  or  using  a  third  person 
as  an  intermediary. 

The  TDD  costs  under  $200  and  there 
have  been  no  problems  since  its 
installation.  There  are  several  community 
services  that  have  already  implemented  the 
TDD  system,  including  the  911  emergency 
number.

He 
spends  many  hours  outside  his 
job  working  to  help  wildlife. 

On  the  job  he  uses  his  lands 
skills  to  help  them  through 
land  exchanges. 

Before  coming  to  the 
Custer  NF,  Carl  spent  five 
years  on  the  Kootenai  NF, 
where  he  organized  the 
Kootenai  Bird  Club  and  another 
group  called  the  Kootenai  Ry 
Fishers.  He  developed  a 
birding  group  in  the  Noxon  Trout  Creek  area  along  the  Clark 
Fork  River  in  western  Montana,  and  for  eight  years  he  was 
chairman  of  the  National  Working  Group  for  Fish  &  Wildlife 
Ecology  within  the  Society  of  American  Foresters.  Carl  also 
was  a  Director  for  the  Federation  of  Ry  Fishers. 

Three  years  ago,  Carl  transferred  to  the  Custer  NF  and 


somehow  increased  his  wildlife  involvement.  He  organized  the 
Yellow-Hom  Ry  Fishers  Club  of  Worden,  Montana,  and  the 
Magic  City  Ry  Fishers  Club  of  Billings.  He  became  an 
International  Director,  and  recently  a  Senior  Vice  President,  of 
the  Federation  of  Ry  Fishers.  All  this  while  he  maintained  his 
activities  in  birding  as  a  Master  Bird  Bander,  member  of  the 
Yellowstone  Audubon  Society,  life  member  of  the  American 
Birding  Association,  Western  Bird  Banding  Association,  Mt. 
Shasta  Area  Audubon  Society,  and  the  National  Audubon 
Society. 

These  activities  occurred  off  the  job.  On  the  job  (both  on 
the  Kootenai  and  Custer  NFs),  Carl  was  involved  in  land  trades 
and  purchases  that  benefitted  elk,  grizzly  bear,  whitetail  deer, 
moose,  turkey,  bighorn  sheep,  and  fish.  He  lectures  extensively 
to  interest  groups,  schools,  scouts,  4-H,  and  other 
organizations.  He  often  teaches  fly  tying,  fly  casting,  fly 
fishing,  bird  identification,  and  bird  habitat  adult  education 
classes  around  the  western  states. 

Carl  says  "Birds,  fish  and  other  wildlife  are  windows  to  our 
environment  and  by  helping  people  learn  more,  we  are  helping 
them  to  understand  what  we  as  land  management  professionals 
are  trying  to  do  in  the  national  forests."
